This Is a reference to a remarkable speech given by TSUJI 
in early June 1951 before ”a certain" conservative club in Tokyo* It 
was picked up by Rexigo Hews Agency in a release of 5 June 1951 copy 
of which was furnished by FBIS through Q **TSUJI made a de- 
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tailed oompacieon* unfavorable to tbe United States in alnost 
every respeet^ of the military streag^hs of America and the USSR* 
Although there is no aooounti^ for the provenance of his data, 
it was presented in a most convincing wey^ and provided s beauti«* 
ful and presumably gratuitous propaganda opportunity for the 
Rengo reported that ''the capitalists and conservatives” who heard 
TSUJX speak "were much shocked;” the saam effect can be anticipated 
for those who read the JCP*s version, particularly when considered 
in the light of T3UJI*s post«war notoriety as a master strategist* • 
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
